Here a t home, this was a pleasant July morning 
. ,

It was a July morning in Sicily, too. but not bo 
pleasant. 
On tha t strategic island more than hall 
a million men were braced for one of the climactic 
battles of World war II. 
All of them were away from home, even most ol 
the Italians. The Americans and Canadians who had 
dropped on Sicily from airplanes, or been put ashore j 
in Invasion barges m ust have thought many times 
about the strangeness of their situation—fighting on 
a remote island moat of them had heard about only 
as a name, If a t all, before the last few weeks 
Back here a t home on a pleasant July day, tills is 
something to think about. 
Those men on Sicily and 
all the other m en who shortly will be fighting for 
toeholds elsewhere on the land mass of Europe are in 
history’s greatest battle of supply. 
They couldn’t 
keep on 
fighting a week after their supplies quit 
coming. 
Their dependence on maximum effort back 
home is absolute. 
They are willing and are proving themselves able 
to do their part in the war. 
There never was any 
doubt that they would. 
But there still is some doubt 
about the home front. 
Steel production still Is being 
hurt by strikes in the coal mines of Pennsylvania. 
The battle of supply which the United States m ust 
win against the G erm ans and the Japanese still is 
being thrown out of gear by outbursts of tem per and 
pettiness on the part of men who have forgotten 
they may be affecting the welfare of Americans 
looking Into the face of death on Sicily. In New 
Guinea, in the sky oyer G erm any—a hundred battle- 
front« throughout the world. 
If they remembered, 
they would find some way to stay at work and settle 
their argum ents some other way than striking. 
P er­ 
haps the news from £ lcily—the good news that m ust 
be kept good—will help all Americans to remember 
they must work harder now to back up their fighting 
men.

False hopes of cheap and easy victory in Sicily 
have been raised higher by what seems to be con­ 
firm ation in official report« of the first stages of the 
Invasion. 
The beach-heads 
were established 
with 
slight difficulty. 
The enemy did not take the heavy 
toll expected in such an operation. 
But the enemy is ready and waiting. 
There were 
no pushovers for United States troops in 
North 
Africa, and It is foolish to hope for pushovers in 
Sicily. 
It may be true that the Italians do not have 
their heart in the fight, but their nominal resistance 
added to the earnest resistance of the G erm ans can­ 
not be held lightly. 
The m istake of under-rating the opposition Is 
confined to the home front, fortunately. 
Our troops 
abroad, m any of them battle-seasoned now. know 
better. 
As they move increasingly Into the thick of 
battle on all fronts, they know tha t the enemy be­ 
fore them has been fully trained to carry out the 
ambitious designs of the Axis.

MANCHESTER, England — Dis­ 


covery of a method of water-proof­ 


ing cloth without the use of rubber 
or other materials was announced

It has n o t yet reached the 
civilian m arket, but a big future 
is predicted for it.
